With more than half of 
the continental United 
States in some stage 
of drought, what can 
homeowners do to keep 
their trees healthy during 
hotter, drier summer 
months? 

“While it’s impossible 
to keep every tree in 
good health in times of 
severe drought, taking a 
proactive approach for 
a prized or sentimental 
tree can support its good 
health,” recommends 
Tchukki Andersen, staff 
arborist with the Tree Care 
Industry Association. “A 
plan that is supported with 
good cultural practices, 
proactive monitoring for 
pests and disease, and 
response to warning signs 
is more likely to survive.” 

Silent Suffering 

A tree’s first damage 
from drought occurs 
beneath the soil line in the 
form of root damage, long 
before any outward signs 
of trouble. After a tree’s 
unsuccessful attempts to 
conserve water by closing 
leaf 

Opportunistic Pests and 
Diseases 

That’s when 

“opportunistic” pests 
make their move. Boring 
insects are thought to be 
drawn by the chemical 
and acoustic signals of 
stressed trees. The sound 
of water columns breaking 


the tree and lay eggs. 
Andersen recommends 
applying a 3-inch layer 
of organic mulch or wood 
chips over the root zone at 
least out to the drip line. 
This will hold moisture 
longer for stressed roots 
to access, and will provide 
a long-term nutritional 
source for the soil. Prized 
important trees may 


or 


be protected from wood¬ 
boring insects with spray 
or injection treatment. 

Another danger to 
stressed trees are fungal 
pathogens. Andersen notes 
that when a chemical 
change in the tree signals 
a weakened state, certain 
pathogens penetrate the 
bark, wood and cambial 
zone, with fan-like, 
leathery clumps, cutting 
off the water supply to the 
tree. 

While all trees are at 
risk during long period of 
drought, some are more 
prone to its effects. New 
transplants are highly 
vulnerable to drought 
stress, and supplemental 
watering for the first few 
years of establishment is 
necessary, to the extent 
that it’s allowed. But even 
mature trees are suffering. 

Watering trees deeply 
with soaker hoses or 
irrigation systems - as

Theater shooting 


What tragic news to wake 
up to. 

All over the news channels 
Friday morning were updates 
and updates to updates about 
the shooting rampage at the 
theater in Aurora, Colorado, 
a good-sized city just minutes 
from Columbine. 

What was going through 
the mind of 24-year-old 
James Holmes who set off 
some noxious gas and then 
fatally shot 12 people, many 
at point blank range?

Knight Rises” which was 
showing on three of the 16 
theater screens. 

One witness told reporters 
that there were children, 
babies, and people of all 
ages screaming, injured, 
dead. “There was blood 
everywhere,” the witness 
said. 

Whatever the reason for 
the shootings I hope that the 
court system deals with this 
person swiftly and severely. 
This shooting should not 
be sugar coated saying it is 
the “result of a depressed or 
angry youth.” 

Sure the shooter was 
mentally off at the time of 
the shootings. What person 
in their right minds would do 
something like this to fellow 
human beings? But this was 


clearly pre-meditated, well 
thought out and orchestrated 
so much so that many 
moviegoers thought at first it 
was part of the movie stage. 

My heart goes out to the 
families of the 12 who were 
murdered in cold blood 
and also to those who were 
injured. My heart also goes 
out to the family of James 
Holmes. I am sure they, too, 
are wondering just what went 
wrong. 

With local schools getting 
ready to start the new term, 
security will be especially 
heavy on many peoples’ 
minds. Especially after this 
tragic event. 

Something like this could 
happen here. I do not believe 
that it would happen here. 
But again, it could.

certification, I was up for 
anything that remotely 
seemed like it might 
shake loose some creative, 
inspired energy in my 
church kids, as I called 
them, and get them to think 
outside of the cliques they 
congregated into. 

A tall, blondish young 
woman, 30 something, 
was the instructor of our 
class that was made up of 
14 men and women from 
all over. No one there had 
met any of the others. 

We started with some 
simple tasks. Within 20 
minutes the instructor 
knew who were leaders, 
followers, shy, stubborn, 
loners, and had the biggest 
mouth. She learned our 
approximate potential and 
what we needed to reach 
it. 

As for those of us in the 
group, within those first 
few minutes, we learned 
each other’s names, we 
had to touch each other 
to complete some of the 
tasks, we were laughing, 
we knew who would try to 
take over and the ones who 
wouldn’t let it happen. We 
knew who might get left 
behind. We had talked to 
each other. 

Who would think a 
group of strangers could 
begin to be a team in 20 
minutes? By the end of the 
day, we knew each other 
better than some we had 
known for years; we were 
beginning to understand 
that doing well was about 
“we”, not “me”. However, 
we had no idea of the 
absolute powerhouse team 
we would become; not yet 
anyway. 

We learned to scale, 
up and back down, a 12- 
foot wall with nothing 
but a 4-foot rope and each 
other. We managed to get 
everyone safely up a tree, 
into a harness, 20 feet 
across a 50-foot drop to 
the ground, and to the next 
tree and back down. We 
climbed a mountain 
wearing a blindfold and 
no one to guide us but the 
voice of the one in front 
of us (only one person 
could see and was the one 


in the lead). Each day 
as our skill increased the 
exercises became more 
demanding. Some of 
our activities were about 
increasing our efficiency; 
i.e. doing a task in a shorter 
time. Lots of fine tuning 
and discussions took place, 
and sometimes those vying 
for dominance would get 
angry. We learned how to 
handle that, as well. 

In all our exercises, safety 
was essential and the team 
was responsible for the 
safety of the others. Our 
instructor never stepped 
in to solve our problems, 
no matter how long it 
took. One day, it took 
us an entire afternoon to 
finish one task. Our sense 
of accomplishment, our 
trust in each other and 
our abilities, our deep 
knowing of each other’s 
strengths and weaknesses 
gave us the knowledge 
we needed to compensate 
for weaknesses and 
strengths. No one was all 
accomplishments; no one 
was all weaknesses. Each 
person had a place and 
a function in the team; 
each one was needed and 
appreciated. 

After each exercise, 
we took some time and 
debriefed. What were 
our mistakes? How could 
we do it better? What 
did we do well? What 
did we learn about 
ourselves? Something 
kind of wonderful 
happened. While we were 
climbing walls outside, 
it was the thick walls 
of anger, selfishness, 
shame and rejection that 
had built up inside that 
came down. Unlike the 
reality shows of today, 
no one was sent away or 
voted off. As we learned 
to trust others, we learned 
we could trust ourselves 
and be trustworthy. We 
cried, we laughed, we 
cavorted and frolicked, we 
PLAYED, for goodness 
sake! 

Sometimes at the end of 
the day, I had to dig dirt 
out of the pockets of my 
jeans. I saw grown men 
cry and women become 


forever sisters because we 
experienced something we 
knew long ago when we 
were children—abandoned 
joy. I was happy to the 
core. I was loved, known, 
and belonged. I was safe. 

What would happen if we 
used the tools of trust and 
group building with our 
families? Family means a 
lot of things, but it should 
also be a team. Shouldn’t 
it? It seems to me, that if 
we experienced more of 
true team dynamics, we 
would subvert many of 
the problems of isolation, 
loneliness, and lack of 
purpose we see today in 
every age group. 

Although I meant to 
finish this series with Part 
II, it seems there will be a 
Part III next week. There 
are five foundation points 
in a team. 

They are: loyalty, trust, 
respect, common purpose, 
and vision. That is for 
next week. 

One of the last exercises 
our team accomplished 
together was something 
we couldn’t have imagined 
that first day. Each of 
us from the most timid 
to brave, heavy to light 
weight, men and women 
performed more than one 
perfect belly first, wide 
open, trust dive off the top 
of the 12-foot bleachers 
at the ball field. When 
it was my turn, as I hew 
through the air toward our 
team there was no fear. I 
knew them, we were 
as one, their arms were 
tightly woven together 
in a perfect cradle; I had 
been there before. When 
they caught me I was 
safe, and as the sun set 
that night each of us took 
turn after turn drinking in 
the warmth ... sealing the 
memory before we headed 
home to our families.

CRP Participants May Request 
Authorization to Conduct Emergency 
Haying or Grazing of CRP Acres 


The USD A Farm 
Service Agency (FSA) 
announces the opportunity 
for Conservation 

Reserve Program (CRP) 
participants to request 
authorization to conduct 
emergency haying or 
grazing on specific CRP 
Acres. Authorization is 
based on the current U. 
S. Drought D2 or higher 
designation for Hickman/ 
Fulton County. Eligible 
producers who are 
interested in Emergency 
Haying or Grazing of 
CRP land located in 
Hickman/Fulton County 
must request and obtain 
individual written 

approval from FSA before 
any haying or grazing 
starts. Participants will 
be assessed a 10 percent 
payment reduction on their 
annual rental payment for 
the acres actually hayed or 
grazed. 

Interested CRP 

participants are required 
to submit a request to FSA 
and obtain a modified 
conservation plan to 
hay and/or graze under 
emergency provision. 
The same acres may not 
be hayed and grazed 
under the same emergency 
designation. Emergency 
haying or grazing is not 
allowed within 120 feet of 
any stream or water body. 
Specified portions of each 
field or contiguous fields 
must be left or grazed with 


limited stock for wildlife 
purposes. 

Emergency haying or 
grazing is restricted to 
specific practices that 
are 12 months past being 
determined as fully 
established by the agency. 
Introduced and permanent 
native grass practices 
enrolled under general 
CRP practice eligibility 
are among those eligible 
practices. Approved 

emergency haying and 
grazing may not start 
until August 2. Approved 
haying authorization will 
end not later than August 
31 st . Approved grazing 
authorization will end not 
later than September 30 th . 

To take advantage of 
the emergency haying 
and grazing provisions, 
approved participants can 
use the CRP acreage for 
their own livestock or may 
grant another livestock 
producer use of the CRP 
acreage for the purpose of 
haying or grazing. If land 
is rented or leased it may 
not be rented/leased for 
more than the applicable 
payment reduction 

applied for the emergency 
authorization.

‘Click It or Ticket’ cites over 
19,000 unrestrained motorists 


Aggressive 2-week 

enforcement campaign 
encourages seat belt use 

FRANKFORT, Ky. 
- This year’s Click It or 
Ticket enforcement effort, 
coordinated by the Kentucky 
Office of Highway Safety 
(KOHS), resulted in 
citations to 19,594 motorists 
for not buckling up. 

The annual campaign, 
supported by more than 
220 state and local law 
enforcement agencies, was 
held May 21-June 3. 

The campaign’s main 
objective was to encourage 
seat belt usage through 
enforcement of Kentucky’s 
seat belt law. In the process, 
officers at 642 traffic safety 
checkpoints throughout 
the Commonwealth also 
made 1,103 drunken driving 
arrests, 1,392 felony arrests, 
and 1,119 drug arrests. They 
recovered 53 stolen vehicles 
and apprehended 1,757 
fugitives. They also cited 
10,658 drivers for speeding, 
419 for reckless driving and 
5,072 people for having 
no proof of automobile 
insurance. 

“The goal of the Click 
It or Ticket campaign 
is not to write tickets, 
but to save lives,” said 
Transportation Secretary 
Mike Hancock. “We want 
to educate the public on 
the importance of wearing 
a seat belt and to reduce 
deaths and injuries along 
our roadways. It’s an 
extra benefit when traffic 
enforcement leads to 
criminal enforcement.” 


KOHS Director Bill 
Bell said law enforcement 
agencies are an invaluable 
resource in reducing 
deaths and injuries on 
Kentucky roadways. “We 
believe our educational 
efforts are strengthened by 
working closely with law 
enforcement throughout the 
year to promote our highway 
safety messages,” said Bell. 

The campaign placed 
extra emphasis on nighttime 
enforcement, since that is 
when passenger vehicle 
occupants are least likely to 
buckle up and most likely 
to die in crashes. Last year, 
67 percent of people killed 
in motor vehicle crashes 
between 6 p.m. and 6 a.m. 
were unrestrained. 

There were 721 total 
highway fatalities in 
Kentucky in 2011 with 576 
killed in motor vehicles. 
Fifty-eight percent of those 
killed in motor vehicles were 
not wearing a seat belt. 

“We’re pleased with the 
results of this year’s Click 
It or Ticket campaign,” 
said Bell. “The partnership 
between all the agencies 
involved was tremendous. 
If one life was saved, it was 
well worth the effort.” 

According to the National 
Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration, seat belts, 
when worn correctly, are 
proven to reduce the risk 
of fatal injury to front-seat 
occupants by 45 percent - 
and by 60 percent in pickup 
trucks, SUVs and minivans. 


A glimpse of the Mississippi River and Great River Road via Minnesota

This summer after 
traveling to Alabama and 
Minnesota I discovered 
that these two states, 
on opposite ends of the 
United States, share two 
things in common with 
the bluegrass state - the 
Mississippi River and the 
Great River Road. After 
realizing the significance 
of this, I set out to learn a 
little about the Mississippi 
River and the Great River 
Road while in Minnesota. 

The Mississippi River, 
the largest river on the 
North American continent, 
begins in Lake Itasca, 
Minnesota, commonly 
known as the headwaters. 
The river and its tributaries 
drain 1,247,000 square 
miles down into the Gulf 
of Mexico, equivalent to 
one third of the land area 
of the United States. 

Another surprising 
discovery were the number 
of waterfalls located in 
Minnesota and how the 
Mississippi River gorge 
between Minneapolis 
and St. Paul is home to 
a remarkable number of 
these waterfalls. While 
I didn’t get a chance to 
view one firsthand, I did 
hear that they are quite 
spectacular and worth 
the visit. “Nowhere else 
along the river can one 


find such a concentration,” 
states a sign at the Science 
Museum of Minnesota 
in the Mississippi River 
Gallery. “The Falls of St. 
Anthony and Minnehaha 
Falls are the most dramatic 
and most photographed. 
Also inspiring are the 
smaller and more intimate 
Bridal Veil, Shadow, 
Hidden, Ivy, and (in the 
winter) Lily dale Ice falls. 
Fawn’s Leap and Silver 
Cascade falls appear in 
historic photographs, but 
they vanished when the 
growth of the Twin Cities 
disrupted the flows of 
water that fed them.” 

While traveling from 
Andover, Minnesota to Elk 
River, Minnesota on the 
Great River Road, there 
are several opportunities 
to stop and view the 
Mississippi. Our first stop 
was at Ostego Park. There, 
the Mississippi River is 
fast running and, just two 
months ago, was topping 
over its bank. Now, it is 
still moving quickly, but 
has receded somewhat. 
Ostego Park is noted along 
the Great River Road and 
the view of the river and 
the walk along the path 
through the tall trees, 
providing welcome shade, 
is worth the stop. 

Remembering that the 
Great River Road route 
stretches nearly 3,000

miles from Canada to 
the Gulf of Mexico, I 
soon realized that this is 
definitely a classic way 
to relax and connect to 
the countryside, just as 
the brochure says. It is 
one of the oldest, longest 
and most unique byways 
in North America. Every 
town located in the 10 
states along the Great River 
Road route tells their own 
unique story and Elk River, 
Minnesota, is definitely 
one of those towns. We 
stopped in downtown Elk 
River and were treated 
to, not only another view 
of the Mississippi, but 
also a view of a beautiful 
mural located on a wall 
near the river. The mural, 
with its own uniqueness, 
was completed on not only 
the wall, but also a port- 


a-potty that is positioned 
in front of the wall. In the 
same area, a view of the 
river as it runs through 
Elk River and northern 
Minnesota is etched into 
the concrete stage where 
summertime concerts are 
held on Thursday evenings. 
When spectators attend the 
weekly concert, the view 
of the Mississippi River is 
the perfect backdrop. 

The Mississippi National 
River and Recreation 
Area, located just inside 
the Science Museum 
of Minnesota, is free. 
Daily events occur 
at the recreation area 
and an abundance of 
information on the history 
of the Mississippi River 
is available. I purchased

opposed to brief, surface 
watering - helps sustain 
trees. But it’s very 
difficult to do much for a 
large tree because of the 
massive amounts of water 
it needs. With so many 
trees affected, Andersen 
recommends watering 
only those trees that you 
can help. How much water 
a home landscape needs 
depends upon its soil, sun 
and shade exposure, plant 
types, irrigation system 
and local climate. How 
much water trees require 
depends upon the type of 
tree. Applying the right 
amount of water, based on 
the local weather and the 
tree’s actual need, is the key 
to using water efficiently. 
But homeowners often 
over-water their lawns, 
which in turn surpasses a 
tree’s real needs. 

Drought exacerbates 
matters for trees already 
under stress, like those on 
dry slopes, surrounded by 
pavement, or improperly 
planted. In landscape 
situations, consider taking 


action, such as moving 
smaller trees to a better 
location, alleviating 

compaction, or replacing 
moisture-draining lawn 
with a layer of mulch. A 
two- to three-inch layer of 
compost will help trees in 
maintaining moisture. 

Outlook 

The aftereffects of 
drought may last three 
to five years, with the 
strongest trees surviving. 
Trees have developed 
their own mechanisms for 
coping with these cycles, 
but some trees are on the 
brink of survival and could 
go either way. If it means 
the difference between 
keeping a tree around for 
your lifetime or losing it 
in the next five years,” 
Andersen says, “it’s worth 
doing something about.”

Household size and income criteria will be used to determine 
eligibility. Children from families whose income is at or below 
the levels shown may be eligible for Free or Reduced Price 
Meals. An application can not be approved unless it contains 
complete eligibility information. Once approved, meal 
benefits are good for an entire year. You need not notify the 
organization of changes in income and household size. 

Application forms are being sent to all homes with a letter 
to parents or guardians. To apply for Free or Reduced 
Price Meals, households must complete the application and 
return it to the school. Additional copies are available at the 
principal’s office in each school. The information provided 
on the application will be used for the purpose of determining 
eligibility and may be verified at any time during the school 
year. Applications may be submitted at any time during the 
year. 

Households that receive SNAP or KTAP are required to list 
on the application only the child’s name, SNAP / KTAP case 
number, and signature of adult household member. 

Foster children will receive benefits based on information 
submitted on the household application or information 
received from an appropriate agency. 

Household with children who are considered migrants, 
homeless, or runaway should contact the district liaison, 

Casey Henderson at (270)653-2341. 

For the purpose of determining household size, deployed 
military members are considered a part of the household. 
Families should include the names of the deployed service 
members on their application. Report only that portion of the 
deployed service member’s income made available to them or 
on their behalf to the family. Additionally, a housing allowance 
that is part of the Military Housing Privatization Initiative is not 
to be included as income. 

All other households must provide the following information 
listed on the application: 

Total household income listed by gross amount received, type 
of income (e.g., wages, child support, etc.) and how often 
the income is received by each household member; 
Names of all household members; 

Signature of an adult household member certifying the 
information provided is correct; and 
The last four digits of the social security number of the adult 
signing the application or the word “NONE” for this 
household member if he or she does not have a social 
security number. 

If a household member becomes unemployed or if the 
household size changes, the school should be contacted. 
Such changes may make the student eligible for reduced 
price or free meals. 

Under the provisions of the Free and Reduced Price meal 
policy, Lynsi Barnhill will review applications and determine 
eligibility. If a parent or guardian is dissatisfied with the ruling 
of the official, he or she may wish to discuss the decision with 
the determining official on an informal basis.
